4recent year, she showed that the U. S. depends on rev- 


enues from income and property to a much greater ex- 
tent than other nations. These revenues amount to 78 
per cért of the whole here, while sales, excise and con- 
sumption taxes produce only 22 per cent. In England, 
by way of comparison, income and property taxes ac- 
count for 65 per cent and the other taxes 35 per cent. 
In France, each accounts for 50 per cent. Miss Porter 
observed, “...when we finally do get to a real over- 
haul of our system, just simplification of our. crazy- 
quilt federal-state-local structure will demand serious 


jconsideration of a more equal relationship between 


income and sales taxes.” 

So the story goes. In some areas, property owners 
are practically in a state of revolt in protest against 
what they regard as excessive assessments and tax 
rates. In other areas, school -bond. issues, which used to 
pass in almost all cases by heavy majorities, are defeat:

In an uncertain world, one thing can be said with 
certainty: nobody likes the American tax system—or, 
to put iL more accurately, the multitude of tax systems, 
imposed all the way from Washington down to the 
villages, that proliferate throughout the land. | 

For years, it has been urged that these systems—' 
with special emphasis on the federal income tax—need 
to be drastically overhauled, not: just changed as ex- 
pediency or some sudden need may dictate from time 
to time. For taxation in this country has become in- 
credibly complex. It has just grown, like Topsy, with 
a minimum of rhyme or reason. And, in instance after 
instance, it violates or disregards principles which most 
economists regard’ as essential to any sound means of 
raising government revenue. - 

The criticisms.ofthe tax systems are not limited to 
the exhorbitant amounts of money they take from the 
taxpayer. They include the methods employed and the 
many confusions and overlappings that-exist: i 
clude, algo, tax forms that take.a Philadelphia lawyer 
to unravel—and that-thay afterwards bé held wrong in 
. court aud administrative decisions. - a

current beliefs and hopes that concern a lessening of

states have imposed new taxes or increased existing 
ones — on incomes, commodities, and property. Soon
